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Part  I — General  Information 


PURPOSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

The  act  of  July  7,  1884,  establishing  the  State  Normal  School 
of  Louisiana,  declares  that  the  school  shall  be  maintained  "for  the 
benefit  of  such  white  persons  of  either  sex  as  may  desire  and 
intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana."  While  the  pur- 
pose of  the  institution  is  primarily  to  train  teachers,  the  college  is 
also  organized  to  provide  a  general  cultural  education  as  offered 
through  its  liberal  arts  curricula. 

AIMS  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

The  aims  of  the  college  shall  be  to  train  teachers,  prepare  for 
other  selected  vocations,  and  provide  for  education  in  the  liberal 
arts. 

General  Aims 

For  furthering  these  aims  the  college  shall  have  the  following 
objectives  in  behalf  of  all  students: 

1.  Give  to  each  student  a  broad  cultural  background  with  a 
mastery  of  the  field  or  fields  of  his  greatest  interest  or  of  his 
vocational  choice. 

2.  Develop  the  ability  and  the  desire  to  pursue  knowledge 
without  assistance. 

3.  Provide  as  far  as  possible  for  each  student's  peculiar 
capacities  and  needs  with  the  purpose  of  developing  permanent  and 
socially  desirable  interests. 

4.  Provide  opportunities  and  incentives  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  agreeable  and  well-integrated  personalities. 

5.  Secure  high  standards  of  professional  ethics  and  friendly 
co-operation  in  inter-faculty  and  faculty-student  relations. 

6.  Develop  an  impartial  but  critical  attitude  toward  the  prob- 
lems of  society,  particularly  toward  fundamental  principles  of  voca- 
tional and  industrial  life. 

7.  Lead  students  to  recognize  and  accept  physical,  mental, 
and  moral  standards  that  will  make  them  useful  members  of  the 
family  and  of  society. 

8.  Inculcate  a  standard  of  absolute  honesty  and  respect  for 
property  in  dealing  with  individuals,  groups,  or  governments. 

9.  Provide  in  its  administration,  curricula,  and  classroom  pro- 
cedures sufficient  opportunities  for  a  thorough  understanding  of 
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the  benefits  and  responsibilities  of  the  democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment. 

10.  Co-ordinate  all  college  activities  through  a  committee  of 
faculty  and  students  representing  the  entire  college  community. 

11.  Maintain  the  highest  possible  rating  given  by  academic 
and  professional  standardizing  agencies. 

Special  Aims  for  Students  Preparing  to  be  Teachers 

1.  Develop  a  sound  philosophy  of  education  with  the  ability 
to  translate  the  philosophy  into  classroom  practice. 

2.  Give  students  the  professional  knowledge  necessary  for 
successfully  gathering,  organizing,  and  presenting  materials  of  in- 
struction. 

3.  Develop  an  understanding  of  the  functions  of  schools  in 
promoting  and  maintaining  the  democratic  form  of  government. 

4.  Develop  a  thorough  understanding  of  children — their  needs, 
interests,  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  learn  most  readily. 

5.  Develop  a  sympathetic  attitude  toward  the  profession  and 
an  appreciation  of  the  possibilities  for  service  which  it  affords. 

6.  Develop  an  ability  to  analyze  community  needs  and  to  use 
good  judgment  in  helping  to  organize  and  operate  the  school  to  meet 
these  needs. 

7.  Develop  the  realization  that  teaching  is  an  act  which  de- 
velops in  the  one  taught  the  ability  to  consider  and  solve  his  own 
problems. 

Aims  of  the  College  in  Behalf  of  Terminal-Curricula  Students 

The  faculty  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  believes  that 
the  future  existence  and  growth  of  the  college  depend  upon  a 
broader  field  of  offerings  in  preparing  students  for  pursuits  other 
than  that  of  teaching.  To  that  end,  one  major  phase  of  the  college 
program  is  concerned  with  the  offering  of  terminal  or  vocational 
curricula.  The  fundamental  aim  in  presenting  these  terminal  curri- 
cula is  to  equip  individuals  for  immediate  gainful  occupations  upon 
leaving  college.  More  specific  terminal-curricular  aims  are  to: 

1.  Instill  in  students  a  respect  for  the  dignity  of  physical 
labor. 

2.  Determine  by  an  appropriate  study  the  occupational  needs 
of  the  area  being  served  by  the  college,  or  to  secure  that  informa- 
tion by  taking  advantage  of  studies  already  in  progress  or  com- 
pleted. 
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3.  Offer  three  general  types  of  terminal  curricula  namely, 
vocational  curricula,  pre-professional  curricula,  and  adult  courses 
or  curricula,  the  specific  curricula  to  be  determined  by  the  occupa- 
tional needs  of  the  area. 

4.  Continue  study  by  the  various  departments  in  determining 
additional  terminal  curricula  that  might  be  offered  to  cover  the 
area  served  by  the  institution. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Graduates  of  secondary  schools,  public,  private,  and  de- 
nominational, approved  by  the  Louisiana  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation or  by  any  recognized  accrediting  agency,  are  admitted  with- 
out examination. 

2.  Each  candidate  for  admission  should  send  his  high  school 
credentials.  He  will  then  be  informed  of  his  admission  and  rating. 

3.  Applicants  for  admission  who  are  graduates  of  schools 
other  than  approved  Louisiana  high  schools  and  other  recognized 
secondary  schools  are  admitted  by  examination.  The  examination 
covers  the  following  subjects:  English,  mathematics,  history,  science 
(physical  and  biological),  and  one  foreign  language  or  home 
economics. 

4.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  submit 
a  copy  of  their  college  records  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  semester  in  which  they  wish  to  enter. 

This  blank  must  be  submitted  by  a  recognized  institution,  must 
be  filled  out  and  signed  by  an  authorized  person,  must  be  mailed 
direct  to  the  Registrar,  and  must  not  come  through  the  hands  of 
the  candidate. 

5.  A  first-grade  teachers'  certificate,  issued  prior  to  1924, 
will  be  accepted  for  twelve  units  as  follows:  English,  3  units;  ad- 
vanced arithmetic,  1  unit;  algebra,  1  unit;  plane  geometry,  1  unit; 
history  and  civics,  2  units;  general  science,  1  unit;  biology,  1  unit; 
other  subjects,  not  more  than  2  units.  Teachers  may  obtain  addi- 
tional admission  credits  by  examination  or  by  certificate  from  sec- 
ondary schools,  normal  schools,  or  summer  schools.  To  avoid  delay 
in  classification,  the  applicant  must  present  his  certificate  and 
record  of  experience  (properly  certified  by  his  superintendent)  at 
the  time  of  his  entrance. 

6.  Applicants  for  admission  who  have  done  college  work  in 
accredited  colleges  after  high  school  graduation  will  be  given  ad- 
vanced standing  in  accordance  with  the  number  of  hours  granted 
them  by  the  committee  on  advanced  standing  for  such  work. 
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7.  A  physical  examination  of  every  student  is  required  yearly. 
Registration  is  not  complete  until  a  certificate  of  examination  is 
received  at  the  Registrar's  office. 

8.  Applicants  who  have  been  exposed  to  communicable  diseases 
will  not  be  admitted  or  re-admitted  without  a  certificate  from  a  rep- 
utable physician,  stating  that  danger  of  communication  has  dis- 
appeared. 

UNITS  AND  CREDITS 

SEMESTER  HOUR.  The  unit  of  work  is  the  semester  hour. 
All  laboratory  work  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  two  for  one. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  UNIT.  A  high  school  unit  is  understood  to 
represent  one  hundred  eighty  recitations  of  40  minutes'  duration 
with  laboratory  work  counted  half  time,  or  two  for  one.  It  consti- 
tutes approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's  work. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  CREDIT.  An  activity  course  has 
the  value  of  one  semester  hour,  and  represents  three  one-hour 
lessons  taken  weekly  during  a  semester. 

THE  SCHOLASTIC  YEAR 

The  scholastic  year  begins  at  the  opening  of  the  first  semester 
of  each  year  in  September.  It  consists  of  the  first  and  second 
semesters  of  eighteen  weeks  each,  and  the  summer  term  of  nine 
weeks.  During  the  regular  session,  recitations  are  held  six  days  a 
week.  During  the  first  and  second  semesters,  three  semester-hour 
classes  meet  every  other  day.  During  the  summer  term  such  classes 
meet  five  times  a  week. 

THE  SITE 

The  State  Normal  College,  situated  at  the  south  end  of  the 
city  of  Natchitoches  and  within  its  corporate  limits,  occupies  an 
elevated  position  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  Natchitoches  pine 
hills.  The  campus  has  766  acres  of  land,  constituting  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  sites  of  any  educational  institution  in  the  state. 

The  buildings  are  as  follows:  Caldwell  Hall,  administration  and 
classroom  building;  Auditorium  and  Fine  Arts  Building;  Science 
Hall  and  Warren  Easton  Hall,  classroom  buildings;  Library;  A,  B, 
C,  and  D  Halls  and  Varnado  Hall,  residential  buildings  for  women; 
two  men's  dormitories;  Men's  and  Women's  Gymnasiums;  Dining 
Hall;  Infirmary;  Stadium;  Power  and  Light  Plant;  Student  Center; 
Natatorium;  High  School  Building  and  Gymnasium;  Trade  School; 
Home  Management  House;  Laundry;  five  NYA  Dormitories;  three 
Religious  Organization  Centers;  Manual  Training  Shop;  three  sorori- 
ty houses;  and  bus  station. 

On  the  farm  are  located  well-equipped  dairy  and  beef  cattle 
barns  and  several  residences  for  college  and  farm  employees. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDENT  TEACHING 

WARREN  EASTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
ORGANIZATION.  The  elementary  school,  located  on  the 
campus,  consists  of  the  seven  grades  of  the  elementary  schools  of 
Louisiana.  Approximately  700  children  from  the  town  and  adjacent 
community  are  in  attendance.  The  regular  session  is  divided  into 
two  semesters  with  two  promotions  each  year.  A  nine  weeks'  sum- 
mer session  is  held  annually  without  promotion  of  students. 

TEACHERS.  Instruction  in  the  elementary  school  is  given  by 
the  supervising  teachers  and  by  the  student  teachers.  The  work  of 
the  latter  is  closely  supervised  by  the  teachers  in  charge,  and  is 
required  in  order  to  complete  the  preparation  necessary  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  certification  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  the  State. 

THE  NATCHITOCHES  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Domiciled  in  a  three-story  modei'n  brick  structure  erected  on 
the  campus  in  ,1939,  the  Natchitoches  High  School  offers  courses  in 
the  commerce,  in  the  agriculture,  in  the  home  economics,  and  in  the 
general  curricula  as  outlined  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Provision  is  made  for  senior  students  of  the  College  to  do  stu- 
dent teaching  in  the  various  subjects  offered  in  order  to  complete 
fully  the  preparation  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  for  cer- 
tification to  teach  in  the  high  schools  of  the  State.  Each  student 
teacher  is  required  to  teach  three  consecutive  hours  a  day  for  one 
semester. 

THE  NATCHITOCHES  TRADE  SCHOOL 

Operated  by  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Education,  the 
Natchitoches  Trade  School  admits  students  over  fourteen  years  of 
age.  Equipped  with  modern  machines  and  working  tools  of  various 
uses  and  designed  to  approximate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  actual 
working  conditions  of  the  trade  in  industry,  the  Trade  School  has 
as  its  primary  purpose  the  providing  of  instruction,  the  equal  of 
industrial  apprenticeship  training,  to  young  men  regardless  of  their 
educational  attainments. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  a  student  may  register 
in  both  the  high  school  or  the  college  and  the  trade  school,  carrying 
on  the  required  work  of  both  schools.  Evening  industrial  instruction 
is  offered  men  already  employed. 

THE  LIBRARY 

The  library  is  housed  in  a  three-story,  brick,  fire-proof  build- 
ing, erected  in  1936.  The  library  collection  contains  36,473  books 
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and  12,125  volumes  of  government  documents.  It  also  includes 
2,951  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  and  28,900  unbound  issues,  as 
well  as  hundreds  of  pamphlets,  pictures,  and  clippings.  The  library 
currently  receives  302  periodicals.  The  field  of  education  is  espe- 
cially well  represented  in  the  library  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  reference  room,  reserve  book  room,  periodi- 
cals room,  Louisiana  room,  browsing  room,  seminar  rooms,  and 
offices,  the  library  building  contains  a  library  science  classroom 
and  a  visual  education  auditorium.  The  four  floors  of  bookstacks 
have  a  capacity  of  95,000  volumes. 

The  library  is  open  from  7:45  A.  M.  until  9:30  P.  M.,  Monday 
through  Friday;  and  from  7:45  A.  M.  until  4:00  P.  M.  on  Saturday. 
During  the  summer  session,  on  each  week-day  the  library  opens  at 
7:15  A.  M.  and  closes  during  the  college  "rest  period"  from  12:30 
until  2:30  P.  M.  The  library  is  closed  for  vacations  and  for  certain 
holidays  as  announced.  The  library  regulations  are  set  forth  in  the 
student  handbook. 

The  library  staff  consists  of  five  graduate  librarians,  a  secre- 
tary, and  twenty-eight  student  assistants. 

In  addition  to  the  college  library,  the  campus  contains  a  well- 
equipped  high  school  library  and  a  good  elementary  school  library. 
The  facilities  of  the  Natchitoches  Parish  Public  Library  are  also 
available  for  the  college  faculty  and  student  body. 

THE  STUDENT  CENTER 

The  new  Student  Center  contains  a  large  social  room,  the  col- 
lege bookstore,  the  college  post  office,  a  modern  lunch  room  and 
kitchen,  a  private  dining  room,  men's  and  women's  smokers,  and 
various  game  rooms. 

STUDENT  RELIGIOUS  CENTER 

The  Student  Religious  Center  contains  offices  of  the  Baptist, 
the  Episcopalian,  the  Methodist,  and  the  Presbyterian  denominations, 
and  a  chapel  and  assembly  room  used  by  students  of  all  denomina- 
tions. 

THE  INFIRMARY 

A  department  of  the  Boarding  Club,  the  infirmary  was  estab- 
lished for  the  convenience  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  the 
College.  It  is  open  at  all  times  and  is  in  the  charge  of  graduate 
nurses.  The  nurses  are  authorized  to  call  in  a  physician  when,  in 
their  judgment,  the  condition  of  the  student  warrants  it.  All  stu- 
dents of  the  Boarding  Club  not  well  enough  to  attend  classes  are 
required  to  report  to  the  nurses  and  remain  in  the  infirmary  until 
in  condition  to  return  to  class. 
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THE  MUSEUM 

The  Williamson  Museum  was  established  by  the  State  Normal 
Alumni  Association  in  1921.  It  contains  approximately  15,000 
Indian  relics,  2000  rock  and  mineral  specimens,  and  about  500 
fossils.  These  specimens  were  donated  to  the  Association  by  Profes- 
sor George  Williamson,  in  whose  honor  the  museum  is  named. 

THE  POST  OFFICE 

The  post  office  is  a  substation  of  the  Natchitoches  post  office, 
known  as  Normal  Station.  All  college  mail  should  be  marked  "Nor- 
mal Station."  The  Normal  post  office  is  prepared  to  render  prac- 
tically every  service  obtainable  at  the  main  post  office. 

LABORATORIES 

Ample  laboratory  facilities  are  provided  for  the  necessary 
laboratory  work  in  agriculture,  biology,  chemistry,  home  economics, 
and  physics. 

EXPENSES 

TUITION.  Tuition  is  free  in  all  departments  except  in  the  De- 
partment of  Music  and  in  Dramatics.  The  fee  for  two  private  lessons 
a  week  in  applied  music  is  $15.00  a  semester  and  $7.50  for  one 
lesson  a  week.  Non-music  majors  are  charged  a  fee  of  $4.50  a 
semester  for  practice  room  rental  one  hour  a  day,  and  $1.50  for 
each  additional  hour.  A  fee  of  $15.00  a  semester  is  charged  for  one 
lesson  of  thirty  minutes  a  week  in  dramatic  expression. 

OUT-OF-STATE-TUITION.  Beginning  with  the  session  of 
1941-42,  all  students  whose  parents  do  not  maintain  their  residence 
in  Louisiana  and  who  have  not  matriculated  in  this  institution  prior 
to  the  opening  of  said  session  are  required  to  pay  an  out-of-state 
tution  fee  of  $50.00  a  semester.  Out-of-state  students  who  have 
matriculated  in  the  institution  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  1941-42 
session  will  be  assessed  a  tuition  fee  of  $25.00  a  semester. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  FEE.  The  fee  covering  student  ac- 
tivities is  $8.80  a  semester  of  18  weeks  and  is  payable  in  advance. 
It  is  prorated  as  follows:  student  welfare,  $1.80;  library,  $1.50; 
athletics,  $1.50;  lyceum,  $0.75;  Potpourri,  $2.00;  Current  Sauce,  $0.50; 
student  body,  $0.75. 

The  following  fees  have  been  assessed  by  the  student  body: 
Potpourri,  Current  Sauce,  and  student  body.  These  are  paid  to  the 
college  auditor  at  the  same  time  other  fees  are  collected. 

INFIRMARY  FEE.  The  infirmary  fee,  payable  at  the  opening 
of  each  semester  by  every  club  member,  is  $2.25.  This  covers  cost 
of  attendance  by  the  graduate  nurses,  service  when  sick,  and  medi- 
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cine.  In  case  of  protracted  or  serious  illness  requiring  the  service  of 
a  physician,  extra  nursing,  or  prescriptions,  the  expenses  thus  in- 
curred are  charged  to  the  patient. 

TOTAL  EXPENSES  (estimate  for  semester).  The  necessary 
expenses  for  club  members  are  approximately  $140.00  for  the  first 
semester  of  attendance  and  $130.00  thereafter.  The  expenses  for  a 
semester  are  estimated  as  follows:

CO-OPERATIVE  DORMITORIES 

This  fall,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  will  have  in  operation  two  co-operative  dormi- 
tories— one  for  men  and  one  for  women.  Both  men  and  women  will 
use  the  same  dining  hall.  Facilities  are  available  to  accommodate  ap- 
proximately fifty  men  and  fifty  women.  Students  of  any  classifi- 
cation of  college  rank  may  apply  for  admission  to  these  dormitories. 

The  cost  per  month  will  be  $15.00,  five  of  which  may  be  paid 
in  acceptable  non-perishable  products.  (Potatoes  are  an  example).  In 
addition  to  these  payments  students  will  be  required  to  work  forty 
hours  each  month  in  the  co-operative  dormitories  and  dining  hall. 

For  the  above  payments  students  will  receive  room,  board, 
laundry,  and  infirmary  service. 

Membership  in  the  co-operative  dormitories  does  not  prohibit 
students  from  receiving  student  aid.  Money  so  earned  may  be  ap- 
plied in  payment  of  the  monthly  cost  in  the  co-operative  dormitory. 

Since  facilities  are  limited,  it  is  suggested  that  prospective 
students  apply  for  reservations  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

DIPLOMA  FEE.    The  diploma  fee  is  $2.50. 

LABORATORY  FEES.  Courses  involving  laboratory  work  re- 
quire the  payment  of  fees  for  supplies  consumed.  These  fees  range 
from  $1.50  to  $7.90,  and  no  deduction  is  made  when  the  attendance 
covers  only  a  fractional  part  of  a  semester. 
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TEXTBOOKS.  All  textbooks  used  in  the  College  are  on  sale  at 
the  bookstore,  which  is  located  in  the  Student  Center.  Textbooks 
may  be  either  purchased  or  rented. 

SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS.  Experienced  teachers  who  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  adequate  preparation  may  be  permitted  to 
earn  credits  in  subjects  by  examination  under  the  following  condi- 
tions, to  wit:  1.  written  permission  shall  be  obtained  from  the 
Registrar;  2.  a  fee  of  $5.00  must  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Auditor 
of  the  College. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE  REGULATIONS 

1.  No  free  cuts  will  be  allowed.  All  absences  will  be  recorded. 
Necessary  absences — illness,  death  in  family,  previously  approved 
"college  duties,"  etc. — will  be  excused,  as  justified. 

2.  Necessary  absences  for  illness,  death  in  family,  "approved 
college  duties,"  etc.,  will  be  verified  by  official  reports,  from  nurses, 
house  directors,  and  other  college  officers. 

3.  Absences  for  "approved  college  duties"  must  be  arranged 
for  at  least  three  days  in  advance  by  the  sponsoring  faculty  member. 
No  student  will  be  permitted  to  be  absent  from  college  on  any 
college  team  unless  his  work  is  of  passing  quality,  except  athletic 
teams  which  operate  under  the  rules  of  S.I.A.A.  The  total  amount 
of  absences  on  college  teams  must  not  exceed  eight  absences  for 
any  three  hour  course,  for  any  one  team  member,  during  one  semes- 
ter. Absences  from  college  for  causes  other  than  "approved  college 
duties"  will  be  approved  only  by  the  Dean  of  Women  or  the  Proctor 
of  Men. 

4.  Every  teacher  will  take  it  as  his  responsibility  to  know  at 
each  class  meeting  who  is  absent  and  will  find  out  then  or  at  least 
when  the  student  returns  why  he  was  absent — i.e.  the  teacher  is 
responsible  for  class  attendance  in  his  own  class. 

5.  Every  teacher  will  keep  a  daily  record  and  will  make  a 
weekly  report  of  all  absences  and  have  the  report  in  the  office  of 
the  head  of  his  department  by  12  o'clock  noon,  on  Saturday  of  each 
week.  The  teacher  should  indicate  absences  to  whom  he  wishes  the 
Director  to  give  special  attention. 

6.  The  Head  of  each  department  (or  division  by  special 
agreement)  will  send  all  reports  of  his  department  to  the  office  of 
the  Director  of  Instruction  by  12:10  P.  M.  on  Saturday  of  each 
week. 

7.  Tuesday  will  be  "check  up  and  conference  day."  The 
Director  will  be  in  his  office  throughout  the  day  for  conference 
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with  students  on  problems  relating  to  absences  during  the  previous 
week.  Students  who  do  not  check  up  with  the  Director  on  Tuesday 
will  be  excused  from  classes  on  Wednesday  morning  and  will  be 
readmitted  only  by  "permit." 

8.  On  Thursday,  the  Director  will  report  to  teachers  the  names 
of  all  students  whose  previous  absences  were  unjustified.  Three  un- 
justified absences  from  any  class  will  be  followed  by  conference 
for  the  special  consideration  of  the  case  as  a  problem  case. 

DROPPING  COURSES.  Under  certain  conditions  students 
may  secure  permission  from  the  Director  of  Instruction  to  drop 
courses  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  However,  this  permission  will 
not  be  granted  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  a  regular  semester  of 
eighteen  weeks  or  after  two  weeks  of  a  summer  session  of  nine 
weeks. 

A  grade  of  F  will  be  given  to  students  who  withdraw  from  a 
course  at  any  time  without  official  permission. 

Absence  from  the  final  examination,  except  in  case  of  unusual 
emergency,  will  be  automatically  construed  and  recorded  as  failure. 

EXAMINATIONS.  Three  and  one-half  days  are  given  to  ex- 
aminations at  the  end  of  each  semester.  At  mid-semester  one-hour 
tests  are  given. 

GRADES.  Students  are  graded  in  their  studies  on  the  basis  of 
the  quality  of  work  done.  Five  grades  are  in  use,  as  follows:  A 
(excellent),  B  (good),  C  (average),  D  (poor),  and  F  (failure). 
The  grades  of  each  student  are  entered  in  the  records  at  the  end  of 
each  semester.  If  students  resign  at  mid-semester  or  after  and  desire 
to  receive  credit  for  their  work  at  the  first  half  of  the  semester,  they 
should  notify  their  instructors  so  that  their  grades  may  be  entered 
on  their  classification  cards.  Students  may  return  at  any  mid- 
semester  within  eighteen  months  and  complete  their  work. 

"Inc"  represents  a  condition  and  if  not  removed  within  the 
next  three  months  of  residence,  automatically  becomes  an  F. 

"Abs"  means  that  a  student  was  absent  from  the  final  ex- 
amination and  may  take  a  special  examination  on  permission  of  the 
Director  of  Instruction  during  the  first  semester  following  his  re- 
turn. Should  the  student  fail  to  take  the  special  examination,  the 
grade  "Abs"  automatically  becomes  an  F. 

"W"  represents  an  official  withdrawal  from  the  course. 

The  grade  F  represents  a  failure  and  the  student  must  take  the 
course  again  in  class  and  make  a  passing  grade  before  credit  will 
be  given.  However,  a  senior  who  fails  for  graduation  with  his  class 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  standjjig,  examination  at  the  opening  of, 
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or  during,  the  next  session,  and,  if  successful,  his  degree  will  be 
conferred  at  the  next  Commencement. 

GRADE  REPORTS.  At  the  end  of  the  semester  the  record  of 
each  student  is  sent  by  mail  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Mid-semester 
grades  below  C  are  sent  to  the  student's  parents  or  guardian. 

QUALITY  POINTS.  ■  In  addition  to  earning  credit  hours  for 
courses  satisfactorily  completed,  students  earn  quality  points  accord- 
ing to  the  semester  grades  they  make  in  the  courses  pursued.  The 
following  table  is  used  in  computing  quality  points: 

Grade  A  yields  3  points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  repre- 
sented. 

Grade  B  yields  2  points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  repre- 
sented. 

Grade  C  yields  1  point  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  repre- 
sented. 

Grade  D  yields  0  point  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  repre- 
sented. 

Grade  F  yields  no  points. 

MAXIMUM  AND  MINIMUM  WORK.  The  maximum  amount 
of  work  for  which  a  regular  student  may  register  in  one  semester 
is  eighteen  hours.  The  minimum  is  twelve  semester  hours.  Students 
who  register  for  less  than  the  minimum  number  of  hours  are  desig- 
nated as  special  students. 

The  following  schedule  indicates  the  standards  which  must  be 
achieved  by  the  student  in  order  to  continue  in  college.  The  student 
is  required  to  maintain  a  standard  above  that  indicated  in  the 
columns  below:

Any  student  who  is  scholastically  deficient  is  expected  to  re- 
port to  his  Adviser  and  to  the  Director  of  Student  Welfare  within 
one  week  after  registration.  At  that  time  attention  will  be  given  to 
a  study  of  the  student's  particular  problems  and  he  will  be  given 
special  aid  in  his  attempt  to  meeti  the  scholastic  standards. 
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SUBSTITUTIONS.  Because  of  the  inability  to  schedule  cer- 
tain courses,  substitutions  are  sometimes  necessary.  All  substitutions 
must  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  Instruction  and  recorded  by 
the  Registrar  of  the  College. 

PENMANSHIP  REQUIRED.  All  students  who  cannot  show  at 
entrance  a  skill  in  writing  of  84  on  a  standard  writing  scale  are 
required  to  take  penmanship  during  one  of  the  first  three  semesters 
and  until  such  proficiency  is  attained.  This  ordinarily  requires  one 
semester  of  penmanship. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  REQUIRED.  Physical  education  is 
required  of  all  students  during  their  first  four  semesters  of  attend- 
ance. Each  activity  course  carries  one  hour  credit.  Theory  courses 
rate  as  in  other  departments. 

RESIGNATIONS.  In  order  to  resign,  the  student  must  first 
present  a  written  request  from  his  parents  or  guardian;  obtain,  in 
this  order  approval  from  the  Director  of  Student  Welfare,  the  Dean 
of  Women  or  the  Proctor  of  Men,  the  President,  Registrar,  and 
Auditor.  All  resignations  must  be  in  writing. 

HONOR  HOLL.  To  win  a  place  on  the  honor  roll,  a  student 
must  earn  at  least  twice  as  many  quality  points  as  semester  hours 
of  credit.  Faculty  representatives  are  elected  from  the  honor  roll. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENT  TEACHERS.  Before  a  student 
may  schedule  student  teaching  in  the  high  school,  he  must  have 
earned  a  minimum  of  100  semester  hours  of  credit  including  the 
following:  Education  301  and  302  and  special  methods  in  his  major 
field;  and  he  must  have  maintained  at  least  a  C  average  in  all  his 
work. 

UPPER  ELEMENTARY  STUDENT  TEACHERS.  Before  a 
student  may  schedule  student  teaching  in  the  upper  elementary 
grades,  he  must  have  earned  a  minimum  of  100  semester  hours  of 
credit  including  the  following:  Education  301,  405,  and  409,  English 
405,  and  Music  SOD;  and  he  must  have  maintained  at  least  a  G 
average  in  all  his  work. 

PRIMARY  STUDENT  TEACHERS.  Before  a  student  may 
schedule  student  teaching  in  the  primary  grades,  he  must  have  earn- 
ed a  minimum  of  100  sen>ester  hours  of  credit  including  the  fol- 
lowing: Education  301,  405,  and  409,  English  403,  and  Music  30G; 
and  he  must  have  maintained  at  least  a  G  average  in  all  his  work. 

Some  methods  courses  are  not  offered  every  semester.  A  stu- 
dent may  apply  for  student  teaching  without  having  had  methods  in 
his  major,  provided  the  special  methods  course  was  not  offered  the 
semester  prior  to  the  semester  in  which  he  wishes  to  teach. 
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FINES  AND  PENALTIES 

LATE  REGISTRATION  FEE.  All  students  who  fail  to  register 
on  the  regular  registration  day  will  be  charged  an  additional  fee 
of  $1.00. 

LIBRARY.  Nominal  fines  are  imposed  on  students  who  violate 
the  rules  of  the  library.  Such  fines  are  due  and  payable  on  notice. 
If  fines  are  not  paid,  all  grades  of  the  individual  are  withheld  at 
the  end  of  the  semester  and  not  recorded  until  obligations  are  ful- 
filled. 

PERMITS  FOR  LEAVE  REQUIRED.  Students  are  not  allowed 
to  leave  school  at  will.  Those  who  disregard  the  rules  governing 
resignations  are  recorded  as  dismissed  from  the  College,  and  they 
forfeit  any  claims  to  a  refund  by  the  Auditor. 

LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

NORMAL  CLUB.  Under  the  name  of  the  Normal  Club,  the 
College  conducts  a  boarding  and  dormitory  department.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  College  is  the  president  of  the  club  and  has  general 
control  of  its  business  management  and  discipline. 

The  young  women  of  the  club  are  under  the  direct  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  students  of  each  dormitory 
are  required  to  observe  proper  decorum,  respect  the  rights  of  others, 
and  yield  strict  obedience  to  the  one  in  charge. 

Six  dormitories  for  women  and  six  for  men  are  in  use  by  the 
club,  affording  accommodations  for  about  one  thousand  students. 
Suitable  accommodations  may  be  had  also  in  homes  in  the  city  of 
Natchitoches. 

Rooms  in  the  women's  dormitories  are  assigned  by  the  Dean  of 
Women,  in  the  men's  dormitories  by  the  Proctor  of  Men.  Pi-eference 
is  given  to  students  who  already  belong  to  the  Normal  Club.  New 
students  are  not  permitted  to  select  rooms. 

All  rooms  are  comfortably  and  properly  equipped  with  single 
beds  and  mattresses.  Students  provide  their  own  pillows,  sheets, 
blankets,  bedspreads,  and  towels. 

Trunks  and  handbags  should  have  the  owner's  name  and 
address  printed  on  them.  Initials  and  cards  are  insufficient. 

GUESTS.  Club  guests  are  charged  one  dollar  a  day.  Women 
students  are  required  to  register  their  guests  with  the  Dean  of 
Women;  men  students  should  register  their  guests  with  the  Proctor 
of  Men. 
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SOCIAL  REGULATIONS 

1.  At  the  opening  of  school,  students  must  come  directly  to 
the  college  and  not  stay  at  hotels  or  with  friends  and  relatives.  The 
women  should  report  at  once  to  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the  men 
to  the  Proctor  for  assignment  to  rooms. 

2.  A  student  may  not  leave  the  campus  for  home  or  elsewhere 
without  a  permit  from  his  parents  or  legal  guardian,  and  when  so 
leaving  he  must  not  spend  the  night  in  the  city  of  Natchitoches. 

3.  Young  women  students  are  not  permitted  to  spend  the  night 
in  the  city  of  Natchitoches  except  with  parents  or  legal  guardians. 
Young  women  students  boarding  in  the  club  are  not  permitted  to 
attend  dances  in  the  city  or  its  immediate  environs. 

4.  The  club  will  be  closed  during  the  Christmas  and  Easter 
holidays. 

5.  Other  specific  rules  and  regulations  governing  student  ac- 
tivities are  set  forth  in  the  student  handbook,  a  copy  of  which  is 
issued  to  each  student  at  the  time  he  enrolls  in  the  college.  Prospec- 
tive students  or  others  interested  may  secure  a  copy  of  the  hand- 
book upon  request. 

OFF-CAMPUS.  Students  who  board  in  town  should  secure 
approval  of  proposed  rooming  and  boarding  places  before  definitely 
engaging  room  and  board.  Young  women  may  secure  such  approval 
from  the  Dean  of  Off-Campus  Women,  at  her  office  in  Varnado 
Hall.  Young  men  should  see  the  Director  of  Off-Campus  Men,  at  his 
office  in  the  men's  dormitory. 

COLLEGE  SERVICES 

GUIDANCE  AND  PERSONAL  SERVICE.  A  comprehensive 
program  of  guidance  is  being  offered  for  use  especially  by  enter- 
ing students.  An  attempt  is  being  made  at  Louisiana  State  Normal 
College  to  give  students  careful  help  in  the  early  planning  of  their 
college  days  in  accordance  with  the  specific  needs  and  interests  of 
the  individual.  The  results  of  a  complete  diagnostic  testing  program 
are  made  available  to  each  student  in  order  that  he  may  make  a 
wise  selection  of  fields  to  pursue  and  so  that  his  preparation  may 
be  compatible  with  intent  of  placement. 

There  are  being  set  up  on  the  campus  such  additional  special 
services  to  students  as:  speech  diagnosis  and  correction;  recreational 
and  corrective  physical  education;  general  health  and  infirmary 
services;  mental  hygiene  and  testing  clinic;  library  practice  and 
study-skill  groups;  writing  improvement;  reading  and  vision  diag- 
nosis and  reading  correction;  and  vocational  guidance  with  appro- 
priate regard  for  diagnosis  of  the  individual's  interests  and  aptitudes. 
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All  instructional  and  extra-instructional  opportunities,  including 
broad  programs  of  social  and  religious  activities,  are  offered  to 
students  as  direct  aid  to  each  individual  in  his  own  all-round 
development. 

LECTURES  AND  INSTITUTES.  The  State  Normal  College 
has  members  on  the  faculty  who  can  render  valuable  service  to 
parish  superintendents  in  their  annual  or  monthly  institutes. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLICATIONS.  The  purpose  of  this  de- 
partment is  to  make  known  the  service  which  the  State  Normal 
College  is  prepared  to  render  the  teachers  and  schools  of  Louisiana. 

PLACEMENT  SERVICE.  The  Placement  Service  Bureau  is 
intended  to  assist  parish  superintendents  and  school  officials  in  find- 
ing suitable  teachers,  and  to  aid  graduates  of  the  college  in  securing 
desirable  positions  as  teachers.  All  communications  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  through  which  the  respective 
services  are  given. 

THE  LYCEUM.  Lyceum  entertainments  are  offered  several 
times  during  each  semester.  A  fee  of  $0.75  included  in  the  Stu- 
dent Activities  Fee,  entitles  all  students  to  attend  these  entertain- 
ments without  further  cost. 

RALLIES 

The  College  sponsors  the  Girls'  and  Boys'  Basketball  Tourna- 
ments and  the  High  School  Rally. 

TOURNAMENTS.  The  Girls'  and  Boys'  Basketball  Tourna- 
ments for  high  schools,  organized  in  1925,  are  held  annually  near 
the  end  of  February. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  RALLY.  Organized  in  1925,  the  High  School 
Rally  is  held  annually  at  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  near 
the  middle  of  April.  The  rally  is  conducted  by  a  joint  committee 
selected  from  among  the  high  school  principals  and  the  college 
facultj%  Contests  are  held  in  athletics,  music,  and  literary  subjects. 

SPECIAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  EVENTS.  The  Normal  College  High 
School  Relays  for  Boys  and  the  Sports  Day  for  High  School  Girls 
are  held  annually  early  in  April.  The  College  and  High  School 
Speech  Tournaments  are  held  annually  in  February  and  March,  and 
the  High  School  Vocal  and  Orchestra  Festival  is  held  annually  in 
March.

CLASS  MEMORIALS 

Memorials  have  been  presented  by  classes  of  the  College  since 
1913.  The  presentation  is  made  at  the  annual  commencement  ex- 
ercises at  the  termination  of  the  second  semester. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  LOAN  FUNDS 
ALBY  L.  SMITH  MEMORIAL  LOAN  FUND.    Under  this  name 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  Alumni  Association  maintains 
a  fund  to  aid  worthy  students  in  attending  the  College  and  qualify- 
ing as  teachers.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  about  $15,000. 

Loans  from  this  fund  are  limited  to  students  who  have  com- 
pleted all  but  the  last  two  semesters  of  their  courses  and  have  at 
least  a  C  average  in  their  work.  They  pledge  themselves  to  repay 
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such  loans  out  of  their  first  year's  earnings,  and  execute  notes  with 
acceptable  endorsements  bearing  6  per  cent  interest. 

This  loan  fund  is  administered  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  Alumni  Association. 

STUDENT  BODY  LOAN  FUND.  The  Student  Body  Loan 
Fund  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1928.  By  resolution  of  the 
student  body,  at  that  time,  the  amount  left  over  in  the  student 
body  fund  at  the  end  of  each  semester  is  donated  to  this  loan  fund. 
The  fund,  thus  accumulated,  now  amounts  to  about  $5,000.  Limited 
amounts  from  this  fund  are  lent  to  students  in  school  under  the 
same  regulations  as  those  governing  the  Alby  L.  Smith  Fund.  The 
administration  of  the  fund  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. 

All  students  in  attendance  at  the  College  during  any  semester 
when  such  residue  or  balance  is  turned  over  to  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, shall  receive  a  credit  of  75  cents  on  their  life  alumni  dues 
when  they  come  to  pay  the  balance  of  such  dues. 

WORKING  SCHOLARSHIPS.  Through  the  National  Youth 
Administration  and  the  State  Normal  College  general  fund  a  certain 
number  of  working  scholarships  are  available  to  students  who  pre- 
sent a  definite  need  for  assistance  and  who  have  a  reasonably  high 
standard  of  scholarship  in  their  high  school  work.  In  order  to  retain 
these  working  scholarships,  students  must  maintain  a  C  average  in 
the  College. 

HARRIS  SCHOLARSHIPS.  The  Thomas  H.  Harris  Scholar- 
ship Foundation,  an  oi-ganization  established  by  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  honor  of  former  State  Superintendent  T.  H.  Harris,  awards 
a  considerable  number  of  scholarships  each  year  to  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College.  Harris  scholarship  students  must  have  attained  at 
least  a  B  average  in  their  former  high  school  or  college  work,  must 
maintain  this  average,  and  must  need  financial  assistance  to  attend 
college. 

FEDERATION  OF  WOMEN'S  CLUBS.  The  Louisiana  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  has  for  some  years  maintained  a  loan  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  students  in  the  College.  From  this  fund  loans  are 
made  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  scholarship 
student.  The  loan  is  made  without  interest  charge.  The  return  of 
the  loan  begins  with  the  second  month  of  the  beneficiary's  employ- 
ment s.^  a  teacher,  and  the  amount  to  be  returned  monthly  is  ex- 
pected to  be  not  less  than  ten  dollars. 
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HYPATIA  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP.  The  Hypatia  Mem- 
orial Scholarship  is  maintained  by  the  Hypatia  Club  of  Shreveport. 
Loans  are  made  twice  a  year  without  interest. 

LOUISIANA  STATE  UNIVERSITY  HONORARY  SCHOLAR- 
SHIP. The  Louisiana  State  University  grants  an  honorary  graduate 
scholarship,  to  be  awarded  by  the  faculty  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  to  a  student  in  the  graduating  class  who  has  an 
average  of  B  or  more  during  his  junior  and  senior  years,  and  who 
also  in  the  opinion  of  the  faculty  shows  promise  of  scholarship  and 
ability.  The  stipend  is  $270.00  per  academic  year,  with  exemption 
from  tuition  and  university  fees.  The  scholarship  is  to  be  used  be- 
ginning with  the  fall  semester  of  the  year  in  which  it  is  awarded. 
Students  wishing  to  be  considered  among  the  candidates  for  their 
graduation  year  should  make  application  not  later  than  March  1  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  L.  S.  U.  Honorary  Scholar- 
ship, Louisiana  State  Normal  College,  stating  the  intended  major 
subject  of  study. 

UNITED  DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  CONFEDERACY.  The  Unit- 
ed Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  also  suppoi'ts  one  or  two  scholar- 
ships at  the  College. 

LODGES  AND  CITIZENS.  Several  lodges  and  benevolent  citi- 
zens of  Louisiana  assist  students  by  gifts  or  loans  to  meet  their 
school  expenses. 

PARISH  SCHOLARSHIPS.  The  general  Assembly  of  1904 
authorized  by  enactment  an  appropriation  by  each  of  the  police 
juries  of  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  beneficiary  students  at 
the  State  Normal  College.  The  selection  of  scholarship  students  lies 
wholly  with  the  police  jury,  and  is  ordinarily  made  either  by  vote 
of  that  body  or  by  competitive  examination.  The  annual  appro- 
priation for  the  expenses  of  scholarship  students  by  the  parishes 
is  usually  $250.00  for  an  attendance  of  nine  months. 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  parish  scholarship  committees,  the 
State  Normal  College  prepares  questions  for  use  as  scholarship  ex- 
aminations when  so  requested  by  such  committee. 

AWARDS 

DRAMATIC  AWARD.  The  Dramatic  Award  of  $10.00  is  given 
annually  to  the  senior  who  has  contributed  most  to  dramatics  dur- 
ing his  senior  year. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  AWARD.  Each  year  at  commencement 
an  award  is  made  to  the  home  economics  graduate  who  has  been  the 
most  outstanding  during  her  college  career.  The  graduate  must  have 
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earned  a  B  average  in  home  economics  and  at  least  a  C-plus  general 
average  for  the  whole  four  years.  She  must  have  taken  part  in  some 
of  the  college  activities  and  must  have  shown  initiative  and  ability 
for  leadership. 

LESCHE  CLUB  AWARD.  The  Lesche  Club  of  Natchitoches 
gives  an  annual  prize  of  $10.00  to  the  student  writing  and  producing 
the  best  original  one-act  play  based  upon  Louisiana  history,  folk 
lore,  or  customs. 

MATTIE  O'DANIEL  AWARD.  A  scholarship  to  the  amount  of 
$10.00  each  semester  and  during  the  summer  term  is  awarded  by 
Mrs.  M.  O'Daniel  Rinsland  of  Norman,  Oklahoma,  to  a  senior  at 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  on  the  basis  of  professional 
ability  and  attainment. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL  AWARDS.  Awards  are  given  annually 
by  the  Student  Council  to  officers  of  the  Student  Body,  senior 
varsity  debaters,  Purple  Jacket  Club  members,  editors  of  college 
publications,  cheerleaders,  and  senior  lettermen  in  the  major  sports. 

GRADUATION 

KNOWLEDGE  AND  SKILL  REQUIRED.  The  requirements 
for  graduation  are  two:  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course  of 
study  and  development  of  an  acceptable  degree  of  skill  in  teaching 
and  control.  They  are  equally  indispensable;  no  amount  of  scholar- 
ship can  take  the  place  of  teaching  power,  and  no  facility  in  teach- 
ing can  atone  for  poor  scholarship. 

DEGREES.  Under  the  terms  of  Act  173  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Louisiana  for  the  year  1918,  the  State  Normal  College,  by 
resolution  of  its  Board  of  Administrators,  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  on  all  students  who  com- 
plete one  of  the  four-year  curricula.  Students  completing  a  teacher- 
education  curriculum  are  qualified,  under  the  laws  of  Louisiana  and 
the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  to  teach  in  the 
approved  high  schools  of  the  State. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  will  be  awarded  to  those  per- 
sons who  satisfactorily  complete  the  curricular  requirements  in  fine 
arts,  languages,  music,  social  studies.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  will  be  awarded  to  all  others  who  satisfactorily  complete 
the  requirements  on  all  other  curricula. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BACHELOR'S  DEGREE 

1.  The  successful  completion  of  the  curriculum  pursued. 

2.  Two  semesters  of  residence  work  during  the  junior  and 
senior  years. 
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3.  A  minimum  of  thirty  semester  hours  of  work  in  residence. 

4.  The  successful  completion  of  penmanship  requirements. 

5.  One  quality  point  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit. 

COMMENCEMENT  EXERCISES.  Annual  commencement  ex- 
ercises are  held  at  the  close  of  the  second  semester  at  which  time  de- 
grees are  conferred  on  all  four-year  graduates  of  the  preceding 
twelve  months.  Certificates  are  awarded  to  graduates  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  required  work  in  their  respective  curricula.

HOW  TO  CHOOSE  YOUR  CURRICULUM 

1.  Study  carefully  all  of  the  curricula  and  see  what  the  possible 
choices  are.  Do  not  choose  a  particular  curriculum  impulsively, 
because  your  friends  have  chosen  that  curriculum  or  because 
your  favorite  high  school  teacher  taught  that  major  subject. 
Your  own  future  success  and  happiness  are  at  stake.  Choose 
wisely. 

2.  Realize  that  you  are  preparing  yourself  to  become  a  teacher. 
There  are  many  more  opportunities  to  teach  in  the  elementary 
schools  than  in  the  high  schools.  The  salary  is  the  same  for  equal 
qualifications.  Consider,  first,  therefore,  becoming  an  elemen- 
tary teacher. 

3.  Carefully  study  and  appraise  your  own  abilities  and  interests. 
Having  determined  definitely  what  they  are,  choose  your  cur- 
riculum accordingly. 

4.  If  you  decide  to  become  a  high  school  teacher,  bear  in  mind 
that  you  will  probably  begin  teaching  in  a  small  high  school 
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where  you  will  be  expected  to  teach  in  two  or  more  subject  mat- 
ter areas.  You  will  therefore  need  to  choose  one  major  subject 
and  one  or  more  minor  subjects  so  as  to  prepare  yourself  as 
best  you  can  for  that  teaching  probability. 

5.  You  should  use  your  electives  to  strengthen  your  minor  sub- 
jects and  they  should  not  be  used  on  your  major  subject. 

6.  During  your  freshman  and  sophomore  years,  take  chiefly  re- 
quired courses  of  the  core  curriculum.  Save  your  electives  until 
you  know  your  own  abilities  and  desires;  then  use  them  to  in- 
crease your  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  areas  that  will  advance 
your  interests  and  your  "selling  value"  to  the  greatest  possible 
degree. 

7.  Having  chosen  your  areas  of  concentration,  do  not  be  content 
with  merely  satisfying  the  requirements.  Passing  the  course, 
satisfying  the  requirements,  getting  enough  honor  points — 
these  are  the  minima.  Being  an  A-type  student  and  an  A-type 
person  are  far  better.  The  goals  you  will  attain  depend  chiefly 
upon  what  you  yourself  do.

HOW  TO  CHOOSE  YOUR  CURRICULUM 

A  student  who  chooses  one  of  the  liberal  arts  curricula  has 
considerable  freedom  in  the  choice  of  electives.  He  must  take  sixty- 
one  semester  hours  of  required  work  in  the  core  curriculum. 
After  satisfying  that  general  requirement,  he  has  sixty-nine 
semester  hours  left  which  he  may  use  according  to  his  individual 
interest.  These  are  not  teacher  education  curricula.  They  are 
designed  for  persons  who  definitely  do  not  plan  to  teach.  It  is  as- 
sumed that  anyone  who  elects  a  liberal  arts  curriculum  has  chosen 
a  vocation  other  than  teaching  and  that  he  will  choose  a  curriculum 
which  will  advance  his  best  interest  in  his  chosen  field.  Great  care 
should  be  taken  both  in  selecting  the  curriculum  and  in  using  the 
available  electives  so  that  the  best  future  results  may  be  attained. 
The  student  should  make  the  best  evaluation  possible  of  his  abilities 
and  his  interests  and  should  choose  his  curriculum  accordingly. 
Having  done  this,  he  should  stick  to  his  task  with  undivided  pur- 
pose and  effort  if  he  would  achieve  his  desired  goal — success.

Many  young  people  who  live  in  various  parts  of  the  state  of 
Louisiana  would  like  to  attend  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College. 
Their  parents  probably  attended  that  College  and  they  have  friends 
who  are  attending  it  now.  They  have  heard  of  what  a  beautiful 
campus  the  College  has,  of  its  excellent  faculty,  its  splendid  student 
body,  its  many  interesting  organizations,  and  its  wholesome  college 
life.  Because  of  all  of  these  things  they  would  like  to  attend  the 
State  Normal  College  at  least  for  one,  two,  or  three  years. 

They  do  not  plan  to  become  teachers  and  they  have  understood 
that  the  State  Normal  is  a  teachers'  college.  It  is  true  that  it  is  a 
teachers'  college,  one  of  the  best  in  the  South,  but  in  addition  it 
offers  a  number  of  liberal  arts  curricula  so  that  it  is  possible  for 
any  one  to  attend  the  State  Normal  College  and  take  a  regular 
liberal  arts  course  in  accordance  with  his  own  interests.  It  is  not 
required  that  he  shall  study  education  and  become  a  teacher.  He 
may  prepare  himself  in  accordance  with  his  own  professional  and 
vocational  interests. 

In  addition  to  the  four-year  liberal  arts  curricula  offered  at 
the  State  Normal  College,  a  student  may  take  certain  vocational 
or  pre-professional  courses  for  one,  two,  or  three  years  and  then 
if  he  does  not  desire  to  complete  the  full  liberal  arts  curriculum  at 
the  Normal  College,  he  may  enter  some  other  college  for  further 
specific  vocational  or  professional  education.

Training  the  eye  to  distinguish  appearance  from 
fact,  such  as  size  in  relation  to  distance,  through  understand- 
ing of  fundamentals  of  composition,  such  as  vanishing  points 
and  eye  levels;  the  meaning  of  arrangement  by  the  use  of  art 
principles,  setting  forth  the  meaning  of  art  elements — line, 
mass,  and  color — in  actual  existing  compositions:  1.  Basic 
landscape  perspective,  scenes  on  campus-testing  scale  of  dif- 
ferent sizes  of  trees,  plants,  houses,  etc.,  according  to  distance. 
2.  Basic  still  life  perspective,  pottery  proportion  and  perspec- 
tive in  arrangment.  3.  Basic  types  of  flower  an-angements. 
Sketching  of  perspective  of  flowers  in  arrangement.  4.  Per- 
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spective  of  facial  planes  and  their  relations  using  casts  to 
sketch  and  put  in  charcoal  values.

This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  some 
of  the  general  problems  confronting  the  architect,  with  prac- 
tice in  reading  and  drawing  house  plans  and  in  designing 
simple  structures. 

304  GENERAL  WOODWORK  3  hours 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  different  branches  of  the  wood-working  industry  and  give 
them  some  experience  in  each.  It  covers  a  broad  range  of 
activities,  including  bench  work,  elements  of  pattern-making, 
cabinet-making,  carpentry,  wood-turning,  and  some  mill  work.

As  a  culminating  achievement  each  student  specializing  in 
industrial  arts  will  be  required  to  design  and  produce  four 
projects  in  four  different  areas,  which  he  will  submit  as  final 
proof  of  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  field  of  arts.  He  will 
also  show  their  relationship  to  his  future  program  as  a  teacher 
of  industrial  arts. 


The  curricula  in  this  department  are  designed  for  the  student 
who  wishes  to  prepare  himself  for  teaching  in  the  vocal,  band,  or 
orchestral  fields.  The  requirements  of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation for  certification  are  met,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Department 
of  Music  to  continue  to  prepare  well-rounded  teachers.  Although  the 
general  field  of  study  is  public  school  music,  considerable  emphasis 
is  placed  upon  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  various  applied  fields,  such 
as  piano,  violin,  viola,  'cello,  voice,  brasses,  and  wood  winds. 

Major  credit  in  applied  music  is  based  upon  two  half-hour 
lessons  and  a  minimum  of  ten  hours  of  practice  per  week.  The  fee 
is  $15.00  per  semester. 

Minor  credit  in  applied  music  is  based  upon  one  half-hour 
lesson  and  a  minimum  of  five  hours  of  practice  a  week.  The  fee 
is  $7.50  per  semester. 

All  persons  majoring  in  music  are  required  to  participate  each 
year  in  some  music  activity  such  as  band,  orchestra,  glee  club, 
chorus,  string  ensemble,  string  quartet,  or  vocal  quartet;  but  no 
hours  of  credit  are  allowed. 

Those  not  majoring  in  music  but  having  special  interest  in 
some  of  the  activities  mentioned  above,  may  participate  and  receive 
as  much  as  6  hours  elective  credit.

303  ENGLISH  LITERATURE  TO  1500 

(formerly  426)  3  hours 

An  intensive,  detailed  study  of  the  literature  of  England 
prior  to  1500.  Emphasis  on  Beowulf;  The  Old  English  Chroni- 
cle; Pier*  Plowman;  the  work  of  Chaucer,  including  wide  read- 
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ing  in  Canterbury  Tales,  and  Complete  reading  of  several  of 
his  longer  and  some  of  his  shorter  poems;  Malory's  Le  Morte 
D'Arthur.

A  course  in  the  appreciation  of  the  scope  and  value  of 
children's  literature;  the  development  of  the  literature;  the 
different  types  of  traditional  and  modern  literature,  including 
a  familiarity  with  some  of  each  type  and  with  the  Newbery 
and  Caldecott  prize  books;  the  evaluation  and  selection  of 
material  appropriate  for  particular  levels,  through  demonstra- 
tion lessons  and  practice  in  locating  and  presenting  material.

ELEMENTARY  GRADES  (formerly  122)  3  hours 

A  course  in  materials  and  methods  of  presenting  litera- 
ture to  children;  wide  reading  in  folklore,  including  myths, 
legends,  and  the  great  romance  cycles  of  the  world;  in  the 
modern  fairy  and  fanciful  tale;  in  biography  and  hero  tales; 
in  the  story  of  adventure;  in  factual  and  subject-matter  lit- 
erature; in  poetry-nonsense,  narrative,  and  lyric;  a  study  of 
the  history  and  development  of  interest  in  literature  for 
children.

A  study  of  nineteenth-century  romanticism  in  England,

The  study  of  selected  plays  beginning  with  Marivaux, 
Hugo,  Dumas,  to  present-day  authors  as  Romains,  Lenormand, 
and  others. 

405  THE  NOVEL  (formerly  321)  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  development  of  the  French  novel,  modern 
and  contemporary;  discussions  and  reports  on  Chateaubriand, 
Hugo,  Balzac,  Sand,  Loti,  Bordeaux,  Maurois,  Gide,  and  oth- 
ers; attention  called  to  novels  suitable  for  high  school  use.

Students  who  because  of 
physical  defects  cannot  take  the  required  courses  must  take  a  re- 
stricted program  of  activities  suggested  and  planned  individually 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students. 

Junior  and  senior  men  and  women  who  wish  to  continue  practice 
in  sports  may  do  so  by  selecting  a  maximum  of  not  more  than  four 
additional  activity  courses. 

Further  participation  in  sports  for  women  may  be  continued 
through  the  W.  A.  A.  intramural  program.  For  men  this  participa- 
tion is  afforded  by  an  extensive  intramural  program  and  varsity 
athletics  in  football,  basketball,  track  and  field,  baseball,  and  tennis.
